AFL Convention to Praise GOP 

Headline English has to say a lot in a few words, and per- 
haps some of the finer shades of the transaction got left out 
in that particular headline, but we still feel that it conveyed 
the essential truth. 

One of those finer shades not indicated by the headline} 
was the fact that in the process of what we rather roughly 
called begging the Hon. James P. Mitchell, Ike’s Secretary 
of Labor, had to speak out more boldly, more critically, to 
ithe AFL convention than is the usual custom.
